Democra tic congressmen up for re- 
election would ha ve to do a lot ot 
expla ining when they get ha ck home.

number of sta tements rela tive to the 


if expended for such purposes— a s 
the report shows it wa s, why should 
tha t sum lie deducted in a rriving a t 
a net tota l disbursement. 


They a lso wa nt to deduct the sum 
ot $28 0,305.15 pa id from commis­ 
sions 
boa rds 
a nd 
depa rtments 
funds; but these funds a re collected 
from the citizens mostly of India na 
a nd.pa id into the genera l fund a nd 


a re entitled J o Ik* ta ken into a ccount

in a rriving a t the sum of the Sta tes 
genera l expenses.

a t “ tota l net genera l fund receipts” 
on pa ge 30— of 19 12 report they do 
not deduct tIn* collections into these 
funds during the y ea r which fa ilure 
shows tha t they were try ing to show 
sma ll net disbursements.

Fifty Thousand

W ashington, Aug. 11— Four deaths 


from bubonic plague in New Orleans 


last month turned the United States 


Public Health Serv ice into a sq uad 


of rat killers. In less than two weeks 


50,009 of the rodents were 
killed! 


Such*is the q uick 
method of the 


United States health oflieers in strik ­ 
ing at the source 
of a 
pestilence 
which in May , June .a nd July 19 11 
caused the death of 8 6 ,09 0 persons 
in India. 
To know how efficient the 
public health army is, let 
me 
cite 
these facts; 


One morning during the routine of 
his office work Surgeon General Blue 
director of the Public Health Serv ice 
receiv ed a night 
letter from tin* 
May or ot New Orleans adv ising him 
that one man had died and another 
was afflicted with a disease that re­ 
sembled bubonic 
plague. 
Dr. 
Blue 
was asked to come and inv estigate. 
By noon Blue was in conference with 
Secretary of tin* Treasury McAdoo, 
in whose department the health ser­ 
v ice is. 


McAdoo 
ordered Dr. 
Blue 
and 
Assistant Surgeon General ( ’reel to 
New Orleans. 
Within 
tw enty -four 
hours they were 
en 
route. 
Within 
three day s diagnosis of the New O r­ 
leans phy sicians was confirmed ,an 
outgoing Quarantine was established 
and ex pert rat killers ordered from 
San Francisco. 
Fifty thousand rats 
were killed within the first two weeks. 


In the meantime wild rumors had 
reached 
W ashington 
of 
six teen 
deaths the fir>t day in New Orleans 
and the Ministers and am bassadors 
of the 
South 
American 
countries 
wired their gov ernments immediately 
recommending a cessation of 
com­ 
mercial 
intercourse. 
The 
Health 
Serv ice through Secretary McAdoo 
protested through Secretary of State 
Bry an to these countries. They were 
inv ited to send phy sicians 
to 
New 
Orleans to set* that any such prohibi­ 
tion against shipping was foolish and 
unnecessary . 
Most of these coun­ 
tries then 
withdrew 
the 
barriers 
pending a more thorough inv estiga­ 
tion.

officers and the public were told to 
kill rats. 
“ This plague is primarily a dis­ 
ease of rodents,” 
said 
A ssistant 
Surgeon Gerenal Rucker, who was 
left in charge of the situation by Dr. 
Blue, who went on an inspection tour 
of gulf ports, “and secondarily and 
accidentally a disease of man. M an’s 
safety from the disease lies in the 
ex clusion of the rodent and his p a ra ­ 
sites. 
This is the basis of all p re­ 
v entativ e and eradieativ e work. 
If 
man can liv e in 
rodent-free 
sur- 
roundnigs he need hav e no fear of 
plague, because if there be no ro ­ 
dents there can be no rodent p a ra ­ 
sites and for all practical purposes 
the flea may be considered as the 
common v endor of the disease from 
rodent to rodent and from rodent to 
man. 
The 
eradication of 
bubonic 
plague therefore means the eradica­ 
tion of rodents.” 


Almost ev ery one asks how they 
catch these creatures. 
Dr. Rucker’s 
tirst answer is: “Not with cats. That 
theory was ex ploded long ago. 
A 
man raised a 
whole farm of cats 
w hetted their uppetites on raw meat, 
almost starv ed them 
just 
before 
turning them loose at a dock, then 
put some w harf rats in the enclosure 
and the 
c a t s all ran away . 
Why 1 
hav e seen rats as big as rat-terriers 
and no eat will ev er attack them.” 


The best method, Dr. Rucker said, 
is by traps and 
burning 
sulphur. 
Ex perienced rat killers know how to 
rotate traps and food so as to de­ 
ceiv e rats. 
They go into all ships 
that are to he fumigated and put 
sulphur pots all around, light 
the 
sulphur and 
close 
up 
the 
ship. 
Twenty -four hours later they go in 
and sweep out the rats for they all 
come out of the holes and cluster 
around the sulphur pot because the 
air immediately around the pot is 
alway s fresher until the last suffo­ 
cating minutes. 
Then the rats are 
too ov ercome to get away .
